Dower Act Gives 
Dual Protection 

What are Dower Rights and why 
are they so Important? They are 
rights given by the Dower Act to 
protect the property of a married 
person, says C. S. Brandley, Solici¬ 
tor for the Alberta Department of 
Agriculture. A wife had a dower 
right in her husband’s property and 
a husband has a dower right in his 
wife’s property. 

When the transferring, leasing 
or mortgaging of land is under 
consideration one of the first 
questions usually asked by the 
other party is whether there are 
any dower rights. The reason for 
this is that the Dower Act states 
that a married person cannot dis¬ 
pose of that part of the property 
known as the "homestead” without 
the consent of his or her spouse. 
The Act also ensures a life interest 
in the property, upon the death of 
one partner, for the surviving 
spouse. 

A "homestead” as defined by the 
Act is a parcel of land on which 
a dwelling, occupied by the owner 
is situated. In the country it can¬ 
not consist of more than a quarter 
section of land; in the city, town 
or village not more than four ad¬ 
joining lots. 

As it is possible for a couple to 
own and reside in more than one 
house during their married life, so 
it is possible for them to own more 
than one homestead. When pro¬ 
perty is to be sold and there is 
more than one homestead involved 
the spouse is entitled to choose 
which he or she wishes to retain. 

If a husband disposes of a home¬ 
stead without obtaining the requir¬ 
ed consent of his spouse, she may 
sue him for half the value of the 
property or half the selling price 
of the property, whichever is 
greater. In many instances when 
the husband has disposed of the 
homestead without his wife’s con¬ 
sent the sale of the property has 
been declared null and void. 

Under certain circumstances, 
1 however, an order from a Judge 
may be obtained to dispense with 
the consent of the spouse to dls- 
opsal of the homestead. When this 
action is warranted the judge may 
order a sum of money to be paid 
to the spouse whose consent has 
waivered.

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Accident Toll Too Great 

Statistics made available to the Advocate through 
the Vulcan RCMP Detachment show that in the Vul¬ 
can Detachment area, which covers more than two- 
thirds of the County of Vulcan, there were 66 motor 
vehicle accidents investigated during the year 1960. 
In 33 of these accidents there was ^property damage 
only, but in the remaining 33 there were four people 
killed and 45 injured. Total damage caused by the 66 
accidents was over $36,000. 

In the RCMP’s Lethbridge sub-division there was 
a total of 1,049 motor vehicle accidents during 1960, 
of which 25 resulted in fatalities and 345 in injuries. 
An “accident cause analysis” prepared by the RCMP 
shows that in the Lethbridge sub-division there was 
only one vehicle involved in 659 of the 1,049 accidents 
investigated. Greatest cause of accidents was ap¬ 
parently loss of vehicle control, for in 250 of the ac¬ 
cidents the vehicle was driven off the highway. Sixty 
of the total number of accidents were considered to 
have been caused by drinking, followed closely as ac¬ 
cident causes by speeding (47), failing to yield (45), 
driving in wrong lane (48) and following too closely 
(41). 

More accidents occurred on weekends than at any 
other time; Friday was the most hazardous day with 
210, Saturday with 172, Thursday with 169 and Sun¬ 
day with 131. Of the total accidents, 503 occurred on 
paved roads and 452 on gravel roads and in 155 cases 
roads were icy. The peak hour for accidents is between 
6 and 7 p.m. 

Condition of vehicles in relation to accident causes 
showed tire defects in 38, inadequate brakes in 23, im¬ 
proper lights in 13 and faulty steering in 16. Prose¬ 
cutions resulting from accidents totalled 327, of which 
264 were under the Vehicles & Highway Traffic Act. 

Considering that the majority of accidents involve 
only one car, it would seem that more people are kill¬ 
ing themselves and their passengers by their own bad 
driving habits than from any other cause. In Alberta 
last year there were 203 fatal accidents in which 268 
people were killed and 8,182 non-fatal accidents — 
both showing a considerable increase over the 1959 
figures. 

Only the full co-operation of the driving public 
can help cut down this carnage on the highways.
